HE Reference Department of The New York 

Public Library is frequently asked to lend 
books for outside use. These requests it must 
refuse, because the Reference Department is sup- 
ported in the main from funds given with the under- 
standing that books bought therefrom be used 
within the building. An explanation of the 
Library’s policy in this matter is given in the ex- 
tract (see next page) from the minutes of the 
Executive Committee, approved by the Board of 
Trustees December 10, 1913. 


The lending department of the Library is the 
Circulation Department, from which ten million 


books are lent annually. 


POLICY OF THE NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY 
WITH REGARD TO LENDING BOOKS FROM 
ITS REFERENCE COLLECTION 


Extract from the Minutes of the Executive Committee 
December 5, 1913 


... The policy of this Library has been consist- 
ently opposed to...any loans of reference books. 
As early as 1857 the Trustees of the Astor Library 
adopted a resolution declaring it to be “the settled 
and unchangeable basis of administering the library 
that its contents should remain in the library rooms, 
for use by readers there, and should not be lent 
out or allowed to be taken from the rooms.” The 
same policy, though not formally declared, was 
pursued by the Lenox Library; and it has also been 
the policy of The New York Public Library. One 
result of this has been that scholars from all parts 
of the United States have felt confidence that they 
would be sure of finding in this building, at all times, 
whatever books of reference the Library might 
possess. 


Your Committee are not disposed to recommend 
any change in a policy which has been in force for 
so many years. But they are of opinion that ex- 
ceptions might properly (though rarely) be made, 
without at all departing from the general rule, in 
cases where peculiar difficulties exist in the way 
of those who are conducting serious investigations. 
One such instance is that recently cited from the 
American Museum of Natural History, where it 
was desired to compare specimens of Australian 
birds with the plates of the rare and costly publica- 
tion known as Gould’s “Birds of Australia,” which 
this Library possesses, and where it would be quite 
impracticable to bring the specimens to the Library. 

It is thought that such a power might properly 
be lodged with the Library Committee of the Board 
of Trustees, but that it should be subject to certain 
restrictions. Thus the books should never be lent 
to individuals, but only to institutions occupying 
fireproof buildings in the City of New York; the 
borrowing institution should be required to agree 
that it would be absolutely responsible for the safety 
of the books lent; that it would not permit such 
books to be taken from its building; and that the 
books should be returned on demand. 


Your Committee therefore recommend the 


adoption of the following resolutions: 


1. Resorvep: That the report of the Executive 
Committee be approved, and this Board expresses 
its conviction of the necessity of adherence to the 
general policy heretofore prevailing in regard to 
keeping at all times in the central building, the refer- 
ence collections belonging to the Corporation. 


2. Resotvep: That the Library Committee shall, 
however, have power, in exceptional cases and in its 
discretion, to authorize the loan of a work in the 
reference library, but subject in all cases to the fol- 
lowing conditions, viz.: Loans shall not be made to 
individuals, but only to institutions occupying fire- 
proof buildings in the City of New York. A bor- 
rowing institution must agree (1) to be absolutely 
responsible for the safety of every work thus lent to 
it, (2) not to permit any such work to be taken from 
its building, (3) to return every such work promptly 
on demand. In every case a separate application 
must be made to and passed upon by the Committee, 
stating the title of the work, the particular purpose 
for which it is desired, and the probable duration of 
the loan.

The foregoing resolutions were adopted by the 
Board of Trustees at a regular meeting held on 
December 10, 1913, and constitute the rule of the 
Library with reference to such loans.

The New York Public Library occasionally wishes to ob- 
tain for research workers, advanced students, or others, copies 
of publications or documents which are not in the New York Pub-—- 
lic Library, and which are either rare or unique. If such books 
or documents can be located in another library in the country, 
we sometimes write asking whether the book may be photostated 
in the library possessing it, and the prints sent to us; or, if 
the library possessing the desired document does not own a photo- 
stat machine, whether the document can be lent to us for photo- 
stating here. 


In some cases the question has been raised whether the 
society owning the document or rare book wishes to have it repro- 
duced for use elsewhere. This seems a rather important point, 
because of the large number of important papers or printed records 
which exist in only a few, or perhaps in unioue copies. The Furo- 
pean practice is to lend freely and reproduce without limitation.
